It will greatly facilitate 
shipments if orders are sent in early. Dur- 
ing the shipping season we aim to send off 
all orders the same or next day after order 
is received, but during the busy season this 
is nearly impossible. Our rule is to fill 
orders in rotation as received, hence the 
advisability of ordering early. 


Shipping Season. Our shipping season is 
from January to April, but citrus trees and 
potted plants may be shipped during a 
longer period. 


No Substitution. When ordering state 
whether substitution will be allowed and to 
what extent. ln case we cannot fill your 
order to the letter and you give us no 1n- 
structions in this respect, depend upon it 
we shall not substitute.

discretion in the selection of similar va- 
rieties. 
Caution. Be careful in unpacking to note 


everything and either plant or cover up with 
moist soil at once. Do not allow the roots 
to become dry. 


Treatment Before Planting. Before plant- 
ing prune off all broken and extra long 
reots. Peach, plum, apricots, etc., should 
have side limbs and top cut back to at 
least half the length. 


Planting. Dig holes in the first place 
large enough to allow the roots of the tree 
to spread out in their natural position, care- 
fully placing the finest and best soil from 
the surface in among the roots; when the 
soil is nearly filled in, thoroughly settle the 
earth by filling the hole with water; after 
it settles, fill in the remainder of earth. In 
most soils the use of water to settle the 
earth is much better than treading the soil 
with the foot.

After Culture. The weeds and grass 
should not be allowed to grow around young 
trees or plants after being planted, as it re- 
tards their growth. The ground should be 
kept loose and clean around them, and in 
case of fruit trees, vines, etc., proper-prun- 
ing should be given. 


Our fruit trees 
are all budded or grafted from bearing 
trees. We personally attend to this part 
of the work, and use the utmost care to 
have them true to name. We fully realize 
that our future success in the nursery busi- 
ness depends much on the reliability of our 
labels. .We hold ourselves in readiness, on 
proper proof, to replace any trees that may 
prove untrue to name.

The New Lawn Grass, Lippia Repens 


The New Lawn Grass—Lippia Repens. This 
new lawn grass (or properly speaking a 
plant), is just the thing for lawns in hot, 
dry sections of the Southwest. Not suit- 


able for shady locations, but thrives re- 
markably well in the full sun. The beau- 
tiful grounds of the Coronado hotel have 
been recently changed over to Lippia and 
as it becomes better known is being large- 
ly used. Little or no mowing is necessary 
and walking over it rather improves it. 
Requires water only occasionally. The 
writer has seen a fine sod of Lippia at 
Santa Barbara which has received no 


water during the season, but this would 
not apply to hot the sections of the in- 
terior. After preparing the ground, the 
little plants or sods may be planted from 
one or two feet apart. Water thoroughly 
until they begin to grow, when it will soon 
cover the ground. It is well after planting 
to scatter a mulch of rotted manure over 
the ground to help retain moisture and 
prevent the soil from baking, and you will 
soon be rewarded with a fine lawn. Lippia 
will require only a small amount of the 
labor required to keep up a Blue Grass or 
Clover lawn.
